The Wilson Bldg. was built т 1916; it was the 
first High School. The first Senior class to graduate 
had 4 students. When it was built the 1915 annual 
read: "Winslow has a modern High School with 18 
rooms, hot water heat, hot and cold water, electric 
lights, telephones, bubbling fountains, a bell system, 
and a piano." 

In 1929 the High School was built and students 
moved in in 1930, So the Wilson Building was aban- 
doned. In 1956 the top story was removed from the 
Wilson Bldg., and it was used for four 6th grade class- 
es, When it became necessary to use more room the 
high school once again began using the Wilson Bldg. 
At the end of the 1975 school year the "Old Wilson 
Bldg." was torn down in order to have room for the 
new buildings.
